When I had to write Hal 8nyway, I decided to go into what I 
believe is required by the friendship we have hed and my feeling for him. 

You are the only parson getting a copy d>f this letter, and I give it to you 
in strictest confidence. Y 0 u are not to let anyone know either that you have 
it or that you are sware of its existence or content# 

Eal is a great guy. He is getting so much flak against me I can 
understand the position he may be in. I think a careful reading of my let- 
ter will indicate he aannot reed my sources and 1 have let him know what the 
others will in any event, that you have asked me questions. 

Part of his hangup is Turner# Yet he has had res son not to trust 
Turner going back to early 1967 . He took me to meet Turner in Defemba r 1966 
8nd heard me tell Turner what no one else saidiji believed or understood end 
in strictest confidence. H e then saw this appear as fast asfc physically, 
over Turner’s name, in Ramparts# That would have been enough for me, but for 
him, with his radical background, there is an aui?a around Turner he cannot 
disappate# He was present when, although ^ was so beat I couldn’t stand to 
speak, I forced from Keating the public admission I was leBoeuf in their spoof# 

I wes to have gotten a tape of that appearance# I have never gotten it and 
I have asked Hal often. rAt least two tapes were made that 1 know of. H 0 also 
knows of them and knows the people who made them very well. I do not know the 
address of either# (That night was my first experience with an PM bug, not 
used by his friends.) 

Part may be his own embarrassment (for example, when he tried to 
get me interested in Broshears long, long before he surfacedo I found excuses 
not to do it -end the end is now clear)# 

Pact may be proximity -ititoe bums are close and persistent and I sm far# 

In any event, coinciding with the beginning of this campaign and 
possibly attributable to other things is e remarkable reduction in communica- 
tions from him. 

If his name has been invoked without cause, he can so tell me# 

If he wants to face me on the fact of what has been alleged, I have chal- 
lenged him. This is where I shall leave it unless he responds. I still have a 
warm feeling for him, but it is tinged with disappointment from his sidtence, 
for I would never in silence listen to what he has been told of any ope I 
regard as a friend# It is a keen disappointment to me. Yet I think it this 
is to be properly read as signifying a real gangup on his mind and thinking, 
not as a character defect. And Hal is essentially a timid man (by this 1 do 
not imply cowardly), tending to receed, much more able that he seems to regard 
himself, quite bright and sensitive# And he has been enormously valuable and 
helpful to me# 

% Hal file is one of the larger, perhaps the largest of corres- 
pondence# I have not thought of consolidating it into the reorganized ones, 

£& r that will bake more time than I have spent at any one moment. However, all 
of this h.8s ceusedma to take a look at it# It may be out of order, somin going 
to that early period, I rasy not neve seen all that is applicable. One of the first 
things I notice is hi s reporting strange things about Lifton to me, bac/C in 
the summer or 66, any ny encouragement, 8s an oldpr man, to let Lifton alone 
so that he may work things out himself# Rather a switch, isn’t it? Then on my 
trip out there (and this may also be a hangup, for he has not yet repaid the 



actual expenses, and h9 organized it and was to have made it financially 
possibie), if you understand what I have told you, of the original recuest from 
the LA people and specific on Liebelr, there is ample confirmation here, aside 
from wnat was by phone and hence is not on paper ♦ Cn 10/80 he asked me to go 
to SB and on the 22nd I responded that it coincided with the LA request and I 
would, here are a number of letters dealing with the details (and 1 let 
toem x ow everything else that related), My li/l5 makes it clear that! was 
tv focus on Liebeler.

1 My 12/2 ^ ods in T t0 thG various challenges to Liebeler, specifically what 
ilx haa arranged on the Lomax show, a real confrontation, with my, as i+. turned 
out accurate forecast, that "I doubt if Liebeler will show”. There were four 
challenges and he failed to show up for any of the confrontations, aside from 
written challenges, tfhat I had also forgotten, 1 apparently was responsible, in 
all or in part, for the reactivation of the GCI in LA. This is in a 1/9/67 let- 
ter, and I recall now getting together with Burton and several other students 
and agreeing to be their counsellor. 



i Bow 1 wish I could get someone local to go over my tapes. I used to 

ma^e them merely as aides memo ire, for so much was happening (and I was not 
adjusted to it) I was tf£raid I'd forget, so I recorded these things. I may have 
one or more of the LA cells on tape. But, I U36d both sides of the reel, and 
that is six hours per tape, with slips of inserted paper marking places but 
nothing else, save a slip listing what was on each reel. I'd like to be able 
to dub one side off each, in pieces, cutting up tne other, and having a regular 
file. Some of the things do havo other values, I think it is likely, because I 
would have wanted to do precisely what they asked on Lieb-ler, that I did this 
after the call began, it is without significance cave as a measure of the 
integrity of these people. I dc have the various Liebeler tapes B ili sent me 
so 1 could do this, and I still have the notes I made on auditioning them, but 
that is under "Liebeler" and I am not now going to take the time to look it 
up. I did write bill extensively on it again, I am confident, reflecting that 
their request W3s for me to go out snd take him on and shut him up. Whm y> u 
are again here I think you may want to he- r those tapes anyway. 

Again, the time this internecine war takes'. Again my apologies 
for the typos. Let me report tha t by bulk, I have nor gone about 60-7b$> of 
the files, mich is some progress. I could have written more than one book 
in the time it took, though, and another in what it will yet require. 

This brief glance at the past, I suppose, should havo made me bitter 
abouo the impositions on me. The LA people couldn't hove keot their word on 
paying my expenses, yet thoy thrw all the big parties for A Srk, who failed 
them, for Sylfcia, who would tackle noone, made arrangements for so many paid 
appearances for Mark and not one for me, and now I know that they had more 
money tha the rest of us together and how they spent sonmuch of it. Hal 
would not have led me into this financial drain on purpose, but the fact is he 
did it andhas not, in the byears since, been able to make it up. The Hal file 
shows my awareness of the cost to Wft II of going out there when they asked me 
to, of the disadvantage of going so close to iflnas, ate. But the files also show 
that in both cities I succeeded. I silenced Liebeler, who remained silent until 
he had to respond to Garrison. I silence him apparently permanently on the Crane 
show, despite the change of format in his filibustering fafcor and outs the 
Reseda cancellation in a different perspective. Hal wrote and told me I had 
mode pyblic comment on the Report acceptable, or word to tnat effect. The CCI 
was reactivated, and it had not been by Lane, who had been extensively in LA 
before I was (with seven Mort Sahl TV appearance, but that stalwart could not 
find one for me- he used me, as any tape that undoubtedly was made, for the 
explicit purpose of that trip, to defend Lane, and 1 did on every point and 
cell on his radio show, except one where a guy called up to say he had owned 



a clothing store in New York and got sick every time Mark came in because Mark 
was always stealing splits from him fYQu filed that one, Mort", I said, and, 
typically, Mort called his caller all 3orts ofn nasty names, nothing else). I 
now find it strange that V7hen they taped all of these things, those people 
never hsd a single tape on any of the appearances for me. The only exception, 
over the years, is where, when he wa3 tffraid to tackle me to my face and when he 
was going after Garrison on his radio show, a stranger sent me a tape of my 
phone Dolan appearance in the summer of 1967. This was so I could respond- 
and I did* It was after Phelan’s piece appeared. 

Oh, well, back to work. But I am so disappointed that these people, 
for whom I tried to .do so much and at such great cost to myself, now abuse me 
as without apparent significant exception, they do. I am more than $1,000 
further in debt because of just the actual unpaid expenses of my trips to 
California, not counting the enormous time I out in, a vast expenditure in 
correspondence alone. I often find msyelf wonaerigg if it is because I was 
so right on Jim, they so wrong, end I did try and alert them to it, and how 
much of it can be attributed to what he. Turner ahd Boxley were undoubtedly 
doing of which I wasn T t aware. Only Mark’s work was kn^wn to me, and he us 9 d 
his knee 8 and nails on me whenever he could, including to those he did not 
know would let me know. 

Have you thought of calling to the attention of the new mayor 
out there what ahppened to you when his police stood by snd permitted it? 

might just be embarrassed if it resulted in a suit. Try and find a 
diplomatic way of getting it presented to him. Y 0 u might even find that the 
city may have had a kind of insurance under which it might be covered. Now 
that you have wet the city attorney, could you ask him if there is such 
insurance?
